Sr. Louis, June 25. 
The river is rising more slowly than 
heretofore. The flooded district in 
the northern part of the city presents 
about the same appearance it has for 
several days past.

one slough, 20 miles above Anong 
Island in the Mississippi, will be 
inundated. In East St. Louis the 
situation remains unchanged. Bow- 
man dike is still intact and protects 
the business part of the city, but out- 
side there is nothing but a watery 
waste. The water which broke 
through Madison dike day before yes- 
terday bas reached a.point a short 
distance above Venice and broke a 
fearful crevice in the Chicago and 
Alton embankment. About 600 feet 
of track seemed to sink and disappear 
in an instant. The gap has been wid- 
ening ever since. Parallel with this 
embankment, runs the Indianapolis, 
St. Louis and Wabash tracks, which 
could not withstand this terrible cur- 
rent, and they also went down in 
quick succession, cutting off all direct 
rail connection with the north. The 
water is now spreading over all the 
bottom lands north of the old Ohio 
embankment, which crosses the bot- 
tom between East St. Lonis and Casey- 
ville. It is probable that no effort will 
be made to repair the embankment 
until the water recedes. In the mean- 
time the Chicago, Alton, Burlington 
and Quincy, Indinapolis and St. Louis 
roads will convey passengers to and 
from St. Louis and Alton by steamer. 
Trains for the north and east will 
make up at the latter place. The Wa- 
bash was using the Mandalia and 
Illinois Central lines to Decatur, from 
whence they use their own roads.

TROTTING HORSES. 


What may be Expected in Nine- 
teen Hundred and Seven. 


Professor Pickering examines 
mathematically in Science the 
facts about the evolution of the 
trotting horse recently given by 
Mr. Brewer in The American Jour- 
nal ef Science, and arrives at some 
curious result. Mr. Pickering 
finds that the speed of the trotting 
horse is increased at a nearly uni- 
form rate of 44 seconds per mile 


in ten years. and that, at this rate, 
in the year 1907 a horse will trot a 
mile in two minutes. This im- 
provement cannot, however, go on 
indefinitely, and so Mr. Pickering 
thinks that the convex curve which 
he now finds to represent with tol- 
erable fairness the improvement in 
the horse’s speed, will soon become 
a straight line, when the speed will 
remain stationary, and may even 
be converted inte a concave curve, 
with a corresponding falling offin 
the horse’s development.
